Multiple Campaign Acrimony 
Possible in Coming Months 


PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — Are 
we headed for a _ knock-down, 
drag-out right in the field of 
fund raising for Israel during 
the coming months? 

The straws in the wind point 
ominously in this direction, Phil- 
adelphia Jewish Exponent col- 
umnist, Baruch Haba, declared. 

Should the multiple campaign 
acrimony develop, it will be di- 
rectly attributable to the changes 
in the structure of the Jewish 
Agency. 

Prior to the reorganization of 
the Jewish Agency, about $2,000- 
000 were allocated to Israeli po- 
litical parties every year. 


PRESUMABLY, this money 
was for the educational and re- 
habilitation programs carried on 
independently by the parties. 

Starting next year, these Par- 
ties will be strictly on their own 
in the scramble to raise funds, 
in order to carry on. 

Haba revealed that two years 
ago, one of these parties was dis- 
satisfied with the amount allo 
cated and threatened to send its 
propagandists to the U. S. to 
launch an independent drive. 


WHEN THE powers that be 
saw that they were meant busi- 
ness and that the top leadership 
of the Israeli party was packing 
for the trip, they reopened negoti- 
ations and increased the alloca-

WASHINGTON (P-O) — 
Robert Jastrow, the civilian te 
agency’s brilliant “young man 
on the Moon” space research 
program, rates Israel as his num- 
ber one vacation spot for rest, 
relaxation, and “exciting mental 
stimulation.”

American Jewish scientist has 
been Chief of the Theoretical Di- 
vision of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
since November, 1958. A former 
member of the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study at Princeton Uni- 
versity when the great Albert 
Einstein was there, Dr. Jastrow 
has served as a consultant in 
nuclear physics and upper at- 
mospherie research at the U. S.

THE PERSONABLE young scl- 
entist admits candidly that he is

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would appreciate it if you could Live 
me the meaning and origin of my name.—ISIDORE Spjn. 
NER, Bronx. 
SPINNER has the same meaning as the English “spinner” 
As a Russian-Jewish family name however it is not derived 
from the trade of a spinner in the English sense. Rather jt 
would appear that your ancestor who first 
took this name in 1804 was a combination 
potter and tinsmith turning out pots and 
pans on a Jathe. This is the meaning of the 
term “spinner” in Yiddish. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Please fill me in 
on the origin and history of our name. 


My father was from near Ekatrinoslav.—PHIL 
DIENOFF, Akron. 
DINOV is half Hebrew and half Russian. 





Its source is the Hebrew Din (Law) 
or Dayin (a judge). It was apparently taken

from the title or position of one of your ancestors who was 
the Dayin of the community. The more common spelling of 


your name is Dayenov, (the . . ov being a Russian termina- 
tion denoting descent.) There is a town named Dynow in 
Galicia and I am aware of at least one family bearing this 
name spelled interchangeably with either an “y” or an “i”, 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would like to know the origin of our 
name. The original name was Sirotinksy, but it was changed 
to Serot. The family came from Vitebsk, Russia.—SAM SIROT, 
Philadelphia. 
SIROTINSKY is a family name of geographical origin, being 
derived from the name of the town of Sirotin or Sierocin, 
about 40 miles distant from Vitebsk. It is situated on the 
railroad line trom Dynaburg to Vitebsk and it is probably the 
place where your family originally came from. The town was 
originally called Michajlovo and it is interesting to reflect that 
but for the change to Sirotin your family name might have 
been Michajlovski. The meaning of Sirotin is “a locality owned 
(or founded) by an orphan.” 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am interested in the origin of my 
family name. The family came from Eastern Europe and the 
name was originally Manewich. The family name was Manevitch, 
—HAROLD MANN, Topeka, Kansas. 
MANEWITZ is the Yiddish phonetical spelling of the village 
of Maniowce in the district of Starokonstantynow in the 
province of Volhynia in Russia. The family name only dates 
back to the year 1804 and indicates that your ancestors origin- 
ally came from that village. Maniowce means “The locality 
founded (or owned by) a lady named Mary.”

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Tucson Rallies To Get Rid Of 
Anti-Jewish Resort Bias 


TUCSON (P-O) — The hotel 
and restaurant industry in Tuc- 
son struck an unusual bargain 
recently with the city council 
and minority groups crusading 
for a public accommodations an- 
ti-bias bill. 

The bargain was this: If the 
city council would refrain from 
passing such an ordinance, the in- 
dustry would undertake to end 
discrimination on a_ voluntary 
basis. 

Then if, by December 1, the in- 
dustry achieves “substantially” 
100 per cent compliance from its 
members, there will be no ordin- 
ance. If not, the city council may 
go ahead and pass the ordinance 





without opposition from the in- 
dustry. 

TUCSON’S liberals view all this 
with mixed feelings, M. B. Gold- 
man reported in the Phoenix 
Jewish News. Some believe that 
the voluntary approach has a 
good chance of succeeding. 
Others are skeptical. 

The Phoenix Jewish News re- 
ported that there is tremendous 
interest on the issue. The Tucson 
newspapers gave Page one ban- 
ner headlines to the story. The 
Tucson city council’s public hear- 
ing had to be moved to a hotel 
ballroom to accommodate all who 
wanted to attend.

LONDON (P-O) —Israel’s An- 
gry Middle-Aged Man, Eliezer 
Livneh, severly indicting Israeli 
society, said “ideals have become 
empty phrases.” 

Livneh, a former. power in the 
Mapai party, said equality in Is- 
rael had turned into expense ac- 
count hypocrisy, which was par- 
ticularly prevelant among Israel's 
ruling classes. 

Israel's Government had be- 
come an oppressive bureaucracy, 
he said. Socialism had lost its 
meaning, and those who opposed 
it were flogging a dead horse, 
Livneh said.

Another encouraging develop- 
ment, the paper stated, was the 
fact that the hotel and restaurant 
people were willing to meet the 
pro-public accommodations peo- 
ple half-way. Instead of simply 
resisting the proposed ordinance, 
as their collegues have done on 
a state-wide basis whenever a 
public accommodations bill is in. 
troduced in the legislature, they 
came up with a plan for solving 
the problem, the paper noted. 

THE TUCSON daily newspa- 
pers opposed the ordinance. 

On the question of whether a 
voluntary approach to the pub. 
lic accommodations problem will 
work: The answer is simply that 
nobody can be sure, the Phoenix 
Jewish News said. Such a plan 
has’ never been tried before. 

Two questions remain to be an- 
swered: First, what constitutes 
“substantially” 100 per cent com- 
pliance Second, after the pro- 
gram is adopted, what’s to pre- 
vent backsliding by hotels, mo- 
tels and restaurants that have a 
change of heart or a change of 
management. 

The Phoenix Chamber of Com- 
merce on various occasions prom- 
ised not to distribute discrimina- 
tory resort literature and then 
casually forgot its promise. 

THE PHOENIX Jewish News 
stated: “But the Tucson plan, 
even with its drawbacks, is heart- 
ening, because it shows a desire 
to do something, and our neigh- 
boring city to the South deserves 
our praise and congratulations. 
Some day Phoenix must evidence 
the same kind of good will 
toward its minorities, and we 
hope that day comes soon.”

NEW YORK (P-O) — Jews are 
still sought after. 

About six months ago, the Lu- 
therans announced a stepped-up 
drive to convert American Jews. 

Formerly the main work in 
this field was done by the Amer- 
jean Board of Missions to the 
Jews, a Baptist-oriented organ- 
izations with an annual budget 
of $400,000. 

The 1924 charter of the mis. 
sionary group proclaims the be- 
lief “in the lost condition of 
every human being, whether Jew 
or Gentile, who does not accecpt 
salvation by faith in Jesus Christ, 
and, therefore, in the necessity 
ef presenting the Gospel to the 
Jews.”

Manhatten which also has a 
Palestine Museum, the Recon- 
structionist magazine reports. In 
the chapel, about 50 Jewish con- 
verts gather every Sunday. Suc- 
cess is greater than the attend- 
ance would indicate, as the Amcr- 
ican Board passes on the pro- 
selyte to the fundamentalist 
church nearest his home. 

The movement was founded by 
Leopold Cohn, a former Ortho- 
dox rabbi, who moved from Hun- 
gary to the U. S. in the latter 
part of the 19th century.

How To Be A Maid 
Taught In Israel 


TEL AVIV (P-0) — House. 
wives, are you having trouble 
with your maids? Do you think 
you're overpaying them? 

Here’s the situation in Israel: 

The going wage for maids in 
Tel Aviv is between 41 and 50 
cents an hour. An additional 10 
to 15 per cent is thrown in for 
laundering, ironing, cleaning af. 
ter a whitewash or paint job. 
This will bring the top rate up 
to about 58 cents per hour. 

MANY OF the women looking 
for jobs as domestics are of Yem- 
inite or “oriental” origin who 
come to look for work in Tel 


Aviv. Most of them come from], 


the towns and villages around 
Tel Aviv. The majority are be- 
tween 30 and 40. 

In June, the Israeli Employ- 
ment Service opened up a tem- 
porary agency for domestic 
workers in Tel Aviv from the 
list of unskilled workers in the 
Labor Exchange, a report in the 
Philadelphia Je wish Exponent 
stated. 


IT HAS BEEN customary for 
women looking for work to con- 
gregate in Allenby Road, waiting 
for someone to hire them. A 
housewife coming to look for a 
maid there is usually fallen on 
by a dozen women clamoring 
for a job. 

This has brought about the 
creation of Private agencies who 
have notoriously exploited such 
women, requesting as high as 
15 per cent commissions for 
placements, while black market

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How To Make Bigness In A Synagogue Work For Your Congregation

A problem that besets most 
congregations and one that has 
sorely troubled the devoted rab- 
pi and lay leader is how to ac- 
tivate and integrate a larger pro- 
portion of the membership into 
the many fa- 
ceted program 
of the contem- 
porary syna- 
gogue. With 
the beginning 
of the congre- 
gational year 
program co m- 
mittees of the 
synagogue and 
its affiliates 
will be wrestling with this very 
problem and will be calling and

writing national headquarters 
for ideas and suggestions 

While the parent organizations | 
can be very helpful, since they 
create and collect program ideas 
from many sources, most syna- 
gogues will do no better in this 
congregational year than the last 
—no more than 25 per cent to 50 
per cent of their membership 
will participate in a true sense in 
the life and program of the syn- 
agogue. If this pessimistic state- 
ment has any basis in fact, what 
is at fault and what can the syn- 
agogue do to change the picture? 


THE ANSWER is related to a| 
question posed in a basic college | 





economics course. Students are 


asked, “Why do the shops on 
New York’s famed Fifth Avenue 
charge such high prices for their 
merchandise?” The average stu- 
dent is quick to respond, “Be.

The instructor 
points out that this is “putting 
the economic cart before- the; 
horse. They are willing to pay | 
such high rentals because of the 








thousands of potential customers 
that Pass the shop each day.” 

In programming for the syna- 
gogue we tend to put the cart be- 
fore the horse. Programming is 
done without knowing the basic 
background of our potential par- 
ticipants. How many congrega- 
tions have taken the trouble to 
go over their membership rec- 
ords to breakdown the individ- 
uals into age brackets, educa- 
tional and occupational back- 
grounds and geographical loca- 
tions? In many congregations 
unfortunately, the membership 
form (and/or the family record 
cards) do not even contain this 
information so vital to intelligent 
programming.

NEW YORK (P-O) — A social 
worker studying New York’s 
most recent immigration wave— 
the Puerto Ricans — came across 
a totally unexpected development. 
In Puerto Rico, where only a 


handful of Jews make their 
home, there is growing anti- 
Semitism. 


This has resulted, not because 
of anything New York Jews do 
or do not do, or the propaganda 
of U. S. hate groups, but is due 
to sentiments expressed by Puer- 
to Ricans returning to the island 
from New York or coming back 
on visits. 

“What has happened,” the so- 
cial worker told a Jewish Ob- 
server and Middle East Review 
correspondent, “is that the Puer- 
pouring into New 


to Ricans, 
York, had to find the cheapest 
housing —- Slums. Who are the 


Jandlords? Mainly Jews. 


“THE PUERTO Ricans have to 
get jobs, and the only thing they 
qualify for — at least at the out- 
set — are bottom-of-the-scale, 
menial jobs in warehouses, stores, 
and industry. And who are the 
bosses? Very frequently Jews. 

“It is a rough life, and you can 
see how resentment wells over, 
and the Jews tend to be blamed 
for the unhappy situation in 
which the Puerto Rican finds him- 
self.” 

Jews, of course, with other 
New Yorkers, are prominent in 
efforts to improve the lot of the 
Puerto Ricans, but the language 
barrier alone is such a problem 





that a young Jewish woman 
psychiatrist from Buenos Aires, 
who was visiting New York, 
found herself flooded with job 
offers from Jewish family serv- 
ices and agencies co-operating in 
helping Puerto Rican imni- 
grants. 


THE JEWISH Observer and 
Middle East Review correspon- 
dent reported that with added 
thought having to be given to the 
Puerto Rican problem, Jewish 
organizations in the human rights 
field are discovering that Negro- 
Jewish relations are alsa posing 
something more of a problem 
than they used to. 

Two issues give the question 
of Negro-Jewish relations some 
topicality. In Harlem, Negro 
rights groups demanded that 
liquor store owners — many Jew- 
ish — should employ Negros — 
and not restrict themselves to 
white employees. 

The threat of a boycott was 
averted when Jewish and Negro 
leaders got together and worked 
out a solution. 

NEGRO FEELINGS towards 
Jews, the correspondent wrote, 
was quite pointedly expressed 
by certain Negro newspapers. 
Noting the American Jewish Con- 
gress’ picketing of Woolworth’s 
over. the sit-ins issue, these pa- 
pers commented editorially that, 
“jt was about time.” 

There has been close collabora- 
tion for more than a decade be- 
tween the leadership of the Neg- 
ro and Jewish communities on

Analyzing the causes of Nego 
anti-Semitism, Edelstein noted 
that “contact between Negroes 
and Jews occurs most frequently 
along a front peculiarly produc- 
tive of friction. The ordinary 
Negro knows the Jew as a land- 
lord, or rent collector, as an 
employer, or as a retail shop- 
keeper whose extension of credit 
often places the Negro in the sta- 
tus of debtor.”

A student asked me, “Mr. Golden, what is oule 
position on Jesus?” My answer was that I had no position on 
desus, no more than the students assembled there had a position 
on Mohammed. I told the student body that unless a man can 
eccept Jesus as the Saviour he cannot have a position on Jesus 
at least not before a Christian audience. It is not a debatable 
subject before a Christian audience. I have found that the Gentiles 
drink in the story of Jesus with their mother’s milk and when 
we tel] them that Jesus was a Jew, albeit a great one, we are 
insulting them, because to them Jesus is not a dead Jew (as he 
is to me), but their living Savious and I respect their views and 
I respect their religion. 


EDITOR: Harry, how about the money—after those years of 
struggling it must feel good. 

GOLDEN: Now, that is interesting. Fellows who can hardly read 
or write buy Cadillacs and golf clubs and swimming pools with. 
out hearing as much as a whimper from anyone, but let a fellow 
write a book and make money and the folks are all agog—“I Sup. 
bese you won’t know me now that you are making millions,” they 
say, and I usually go home and vomit. The whole procedure has 
taught me that you cannot possibly become rich in America unless 
you manufacture something that costs less than the catalog page 
which offers it for sale. And you have to have salesmen out 
working for you while you are asleep. An author is like a barber 
—he must do it all by himself. If he gets sick it’s all over. Even 
the most successful book is really a one-time shot. In 1958 I made 
a deal with the Internal Revenue Department. I owed them $350 
on my 1957 taxes and they agreed to accept $10 a week. In 1959 
I made a check to them for $77,560.00 and I sat down and laughed 
like hell. So after that was paid and after the debts were paid off 
which had accumulated over the years, I was not rich, but at 
least I knew that I would not have to exchange post-dated checks 
for $100 for a long time to come, and I also felt secure enough 
to buy me a two-room apartment in Jerusalem, where I hope 
to live (with Ged’s help) at least three months of every year.

remained in the city after the 
riots. 


MOST OF THE 80 Jews in 
Staneyville have left the Congo. 
There were still between 650 and 
700 Congolese Jews in Salisburg. 
Jewish shops and _ property 
were looted and damaged by fire, 
but communal property such as 
the synagogue, the Weizmann 
School, the community center, 
and the Jewish cemetery were 
touched. Premier Moishe Tshom- 
be of Katanga, promised to com- 
pensate all Jews for material 
losses during the riots. 


RABBI LEVY said that all po- 
litical parties in the Congo had 
expressed sympathy with the 
Jewish population and were 
friendly towards Israel. 

During his visit to Israel a few 
weeks ago, Rabbi Levy urged of- 
ficials to send all kinds of tech- 
nicians to the Congo. 

The rabbi said that while most 
of the Jews will return to the 
Congo to resume business activ- 
ities, they would like their chil- 
dren to be educated abroad, pre- 
ferably in Israel.

KENNEDY, NIXON AND ISRAEL 


Addressing the annual convention of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, Senator Kennedy outlined a definite 
program for alleviation of the tensions in the Middle East 
between Israel and her Arab neighbors. Anyone studying 
his proposals cannot but grasp his sincerity. 

YET BOILED down to fact, we have here, except for 
the Senator's promises not to permit injustices, a series of 
steps which are not basically different from those of recent 
adpiinistrations. 

Senator Kennedy wants to bring both sides together; 
he wants to offer them help towards overcoming their 
economic problems, and he intends to state the American 
position frankly, even bluntly, so that our views cannot 
be misconstrued by either side. . 

IN ADDITION HE blasts the inconsistency of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower at the time of the Suez crisis. 

To be fair to Kennedy, this is about as far as a presi- 
dential candidate can go in presenting his views, and we 
should accept them at their face value, but not as ac- 
ccmplished fact. 

The problems as between Israel and the Arabs would 
long ago have been resolved had it not been for the USSR. 
Nahum Goldmann, presenting the views of the World Jew- 
ish Congress, asserted several years ago that until there 
is a resolution of the differences between Russia and the 
West, there can be no solution to the problems of the 
Near East 

OUR OWN VIEW is that Kennedy, when and if he 
becomes President, will remove many of the minor diffi- 
culties in the Near East, and will clear the air as it needs 
to be cleared. He will make headway because a new broom 
sweeps clean. 

But he will make headway mostly because Israel has 
made headway. Israel’s diplomatic coup in leaping over 
the Arab states to gain friendships with African and Asian 
countries is the most important development in Israel’s 
history, and even the USSR cannot overlook this major 
achievement. Add this to Israel’s steady march to self- 
sufficiency and you have a new situation which could even 
destroy the value of the help to the Arabs always avail- 
able from Khrushchev. 

THE LONGER Israel exists, and the more the Arabs 
say that Israel does not exist, the sillier the Arabs sound. 
t is not necessary today for the U.S. or the U.N. or any- 
body to urge the Arabs to admit Israel’s existence, which 
was a key point of diplomacy only a few short years ago. 

Much as Israel’s position can be strengthened by a 
good friend in the White House, it must be remembered 
that the West can no more allow Israel to be undermined 
or destroyed than it could permit being ousted in Berlin. 

ADDRESSING A message to the same convention, Sen- 
ator Nixon pointed out the role the USSR.-played in fish- 
ing in the troubled waters of the Near East. He added that 
he would assign Henry Cabot Lodge, his running mate, to 
the task of bringing peace to the Middle East. 

He made otherwise almost the same pledges as Ken- 
nedy, including “strong and unceasing efforts to establish 
freedom of passage through the Suez Canal and to put 
an end to discriminatory practices throughout the area.” 

ISRAEL'S SITUATION has changed rapidly in the 
past year or two. As this progress continues, Israel will 
be able to spend more of her time and money in peaceful 
pursuits, thus compounding the speed at which she moves 
forward to a place in the world where, small as she is, 
she becomes an important factor in world affairs, and 
relies less and less on others and more and more on her 


own resSucces.

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WE DON’T KNKOW how to take the re- 
port (P-O, Aug. 12) of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith on anti-Jewish discrim- 


ination by Bermuda hotels. 


The report clearly whitewashes the Ber- 
muda hotels, including even the Castle Har- 


bour. It is one of these reports which seeks 
to be affirmative, but which at the same time 
proceeds to play down the past in the hopes 


that it will achieve its real objective—which 


of course is to open Bermuda hotels to all 
Jews. 

AS A RESULT, you get the emphasis in 
the report that “Bermuda’s intergroup prob- 
lem is not religious but racial.” In other words, 
this is the old sham that the hotels welcome 
nice Jews, but reject Jews who fall into a 
category below the standards these hotels set. 

Throughout the report seems to want to 
apologize for the hotel owners. Consequently 
in its “summing up,” the report has this to say: 


“In the light of these developments, 
it is understandable that Bermuda wants 
to lay the ghost of anti-Semitism once and 
for all. Unanimeusly, the hotel people and 
officials. said there ought not to be any 
religious tests for prospective guests, and 
that so far as they had control there were 
none. Repeatedly, hotel] men were found 
pointing the finger at American hotel 
representatives as prime culprits in creat- 
ing anti-Semitic policies. This group was 
charged with deliberately fostering the 
‘no Jews’ attitude in order to cater to 
snob appeal and illusions of exclusiveness.” 

We don’t want to be too harsh on the 


ADL for this report, but since when does a 
Jewish agency go around apologizing for hotels 
which reject Jews? 

ARE WE SUCH dupes as to believe that 
a travel agent would concoct on his own a 
scheme to bar Jews with the hotel not being 
party to this skulduggery. Sounds absolutely 
unbelievable, yet the ADL seems willing to 
accept this kind of alibi. 

The article in The POST and OPINION 
this past January was one of the most com- 
prehensive pieces of reporting in the history 
of English-Jewish journalism in the U.S. It 
reprinted photostats of reports showing clearly 
that the Castle Harbour was engaged in “up- 
grading,” which means cleansing itself of the 
reputation of the “Jewish” hotel in Bermuda. 

We believe a note which the report failed 
to strike might have been the correct ap- 
proach. This note would have called for a 
test of the integrity of the Bermuda people 
who preached such brotherliness. If the Ber- 
muda hotel men are sincere, then they should 
have the opportunity to prove themselves.

this, we feel inconsistent with the past Policy 
of Jewish civic defense agencies,

Even when it comes to committee work, 
such as membership or ritua] or even attend. 
ance at board meetings, the past presidents 
reveal their devotion to the congregation, 
But to participate in the one thing that jg 
the heart and soul of the synagogue, that is 
something else again. 

There is a good question that still remains 
unanswered in this discussion. What is to be 
achieved by requiring board members to at. 
tend services. Will they respond any differently 
than do the presidents. While the require 


ment exists, they may come to pray to God, f 


but once their term on the board is over, 
they will forget about God and let him get 
along as he did before they were elected to 
the board. 
Is our proposal then a hypocritical one? 
We think not. 


THE WHOLE American Jewish commu 
nity suffers because we refuse to set up stand. 
ards. This is an evi] of the general life about 
us, but one which Jews have heretofore, in 
large part, been able to avoid. 

The struggle then is to persuade Jews for 
their own good to adopt the highest moral 
and ethical standards. This is no easy task. 

To be a Jew at one time meant devotion, 
to Godly actions. This is the goal. We have to 
tell Jews that if they want to remain Jews 
they must accept the yoke of the law. Any 
other advice is euphemism and will only delay 
the time when American Jews will accept the 
highest precepts of their religion.

HORROR OF AUSCHWITZ RECALLED 


AUSCHWITZ, by Miklos Nyiszli,

Dr. Nyiszli, Hungarian Jewish 
physician who was assigned by 
the notorious Dr. Mengele (to- 
day presumed safe in Argentina) 
as pathologist and autopsist in 
the worst of the extermination 
camps, was perhaps the only one 
of his group to survive. Miracu- 
lously, so did his wife and daugh- 
ter. The story he tells is the most 
horrible to come out of Nazidom 
— the various kinds of murder 
and persecution, his own brushes 
with death that took its millions, 
the “scientific” experiments of 
the German savants, and the sad 
truth related in Dr. Bruno 
Bettelheim’s preface — that so 
many Jews faced their approach- 
ing dissolution with dumb accept- 
ance. Only one of thirteen Jew- 
ish commando groups, granted 
but four months life, actually re- 
belled, taking Nazis along with 
them in death. There are many 
frightening photographs. Per- 
haps this is the book that will 
give warning to a world again 
in darger from Nazi hatreds. 


THE FACE OF THE ANCIENT 
ORIENT, by Sabatino Moscati, 
$6.00 (Quadrangle Books, 119 
W. Lake St., Chicago 1). 

One of the world’s great Semi- 
tic scholars, Prof. Moscati di- 
rects the Center of Semitis 
Studies at Rome. His knowledge 
of antiquity is vast; his exposi- 


tion thorough and dispassionate. 
The present volume, expanded 
from a series of lectures, em- 
ploys all his research and that 
of other men in the field, up to 
the most modern archaeological 
discoveries, in depicting the 
Sumerians, Babylonian-Assyrians, 
Egyptians, Hittites, Hurrians, 
Canaanites, Aramaeans, Persians, 
and Israelites. Israel is credited 
with elevating the idea of God 
above all oriental religions; there 
is no Christological imputation 
of inferiority. “At the dawn of 
history,” begins Moscati, “the an- 
cient Orient already has a long 
life of experience behind it.” 
How that experience developed 
into the history, artistry. reli- 
gion, and literature of each of 
the groups portrayed is related 
with thorough documentation and 
profound judgement, There are 
extensive quotations from all the 
known literature, many plates, 
and reference to the works of 
such notables as Yadin, Diringer, 
Driver, Pritchard, Albright, Mo- 
winckel, and Kramer The 
Greeks, concludes Moscati, did 
most to elevate the ideals derived 
from the religio-mythopeic teach- 
ings of the ancient Semites.

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Southern Editor Slaps Northerners on the Wrist 
For Taking Pot Shots at Jews on Segregation 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (P-O) — 
Northern Jewish leaders have 
peen condemning “the Southern 
Jew” for the “frightened, timid 
way” he supposedly reacts on the 
segregation issue, Rabbi J. 'S. 
Gallinger, editor of the Jewish 
Monitor of Birmingham stated. 
They scorn the Southern Jew 
for forgetting the “moral heri- 
tage of the prophets,” and “his 
own norrible experiences with 
intolerance,” Gallinger declared. 
FRANKLY speaking, Galling- 
er wrote, the Jew in the South, 
thinks, feels and acts as an in- 
dividual. His attitude is deter- 
mined, as is that of the Jew 
everywhere by his personal feel- 
ings, his environment, his up- 
bringing, his religious heritage 
and his strength of principle. 
The editor said that his fellow 
Southern Jews has adjusted to 
the mode of living in which he 
finds himself. 

There are Jews in the South 





who .are vociferous segregation- 
ists. The masses, the editor said, 
as have the masses of all groups 
since the time of the Tower of 
Babel, keep silent. 

The Jewish Monitor editor and 
rabbi said this his newspaper de- 
plores white supremacism. “But 
we recognize also that this phe- 
nomenon is not a monopoly of 
the South. It manifests itself in 
the Negro slums of Birmingham 
as in those of Harlem, in the re- 
strictive covenants of Miami 
Beach as in those of Seattle,” he 
said. 

“THUS WE FIND repulsive 
the Northerner who beats his 
breast in righteous indignation 
about segregation in the South 
and then runs to the nearest 
suburb as soon as a Negro fam- 
ily Moves into the house next 
door.

Says Favorite Son Resolution In Zionist 
Presidential Campaign Isn't Binding

I was amazed to read a letter 


in your issue of Aug. 19, signed 
“Samuel Manski, Mattapan- Dor- 
chester-Roxbury Zionists.” I 
would like to pose the following 
question: “Since when does a fa- 
vorite son resolution bind any 
one?”

I have read with interest your 
article regarding Republican 
strategy, “To cut sharply into the 
Jewish vote” because of Sen.
